St. Petersburg. This news, for all it concerns . 


a conflagration, you may think a litle cold; 
but you must not expect hot news from Sibe- 
tia. Besides, the circumstances of the disas- 
ter in question takes it ont of the category of 
ordivary covflagrations. I will relate the cir- 
cumstances mainly in the languave of a St. 
Peter- burg journa), as translated for me by my 
fair friend, 

Duriny six consecative years, says this jonur- 
nel, the turf, with the shrabs and trees grow- 
ing upou it, had been burning on the south- 
west side of the town of Jeniselsk, bulli on a 
low and marshy plain. Many plans had been 
devised for the protection of the town against 
this formidable cnewy, advancing slowiy but 
with the relentiogs steadimess of fate, and 
tany petitivns had beeo presented, asking 
that the plans might be carried out, and the 
threateved danger averted; but the authorities 
hed refused to grant the necessary means, 
bus things went on for so many years, wucn 
suddenly, on the worning of the 27th of Au- 
gust, 1560, the boggling was brought to a fear- 
fuleud A terrible hurricane, coming from 
the southwest, swept flereely over the town, 
kindling the shrubs and trees on the burvinz 
marshes, aud sciling on Gre some haystack, 
of the snburbs, The violent storm carried the 
fiery masses of bay and straw over the town, 
and ect it on fire iu so many places that the 
fre-engines could not eneceed in extinguish- 
ing the couflagration. The fire of the buri- 
ing tarf-layer, a third of a mile in breadth and 
two-thirds of a mile in length, was approach. 
ing the town, moving siowly on, like a red-hot 
stream Of lava. Fi rebrands and buroing masses 
of straw were flying in toe air at the bight of 
mauy bupdred feet, kindling the trees, roofs 
and pouses upon which they chanced to fall 
down, the high wind instantly blowleg every 
sperk wito a flame, so that in the course of an 
bour anda haifthe whole town of Jcuiseisk 
Was Ove great pit of fire. 

The unfortunate inhabitants, seeing them- 
selves suddenly surrounded by flames, ran 
siraivht ont of the town, without attempting 
to save anything bet their lives “a 
scene of u > peak ible terr in distress and con 
fusion. In irving to escape into the country, 
Wiad) of the unbappy fugiuves saw theuscl) es 
invoived in the fire of the barulug streeta, and 
perished in the Dames, shrieking and crying 
for belp. The whole air was on fire, siugeia s 
the evcbrowsand the clothes. The few en- 
gices the town possessed worked to protect 
only what was not yet burniog. But thre -- 
quarters of the town stood already on fire, and 
tue rest of u would certainly have shared the 
eame fate, had not a gold-washer, of the name 
of Grigorot!, determined to save his ¢-tavlish- 
ment et « ~"* lle apent B.000 atleee cubles 
upon it, and succecdéd im saving it, tozelher 
with the part of the town which lay beyond it, 
M any of the Inhabitants soughtr ‘fuge from 
the burning heat by throwing themselves into 
the river Jeviscisk and into the mill-strean, 
+ and tmed to save their lives by continually 

immersing their heads and pouring water over 

them. Buteven thus they could pot escape 
death; the furious wind turned up the wate 
of the great river, and the —— suffurera were 
either precipitated into the depths, or the 
waves t w them back in the pangs of death 
apoo ft nks frow which they had fel, 
Many peo, ie, mev, women and ecblidren, with 
burning bair and burning clothes, were seea 
precipitativg themselves into the river, pre- 
ferring a watery grave tothe anguish of b:ing 
burned alive. The fire was not quenched un- 
tll it hed nothing more to consume. Then 
more than sixty buman bodies were found 
burnt to coals, besides a countless numer of 
hands, arms, eyes, heads, ete. All these un- 
fortunate victims had suffured the torments of

Mothers are seck- 
ing their children, children have lost their 
parents, and are starving and ing for 
want of hands to help them Gold has lost its 
value, a* it cannot purchase the first necessi 
ties of life. The poorest part of the town, 
consisting of about two hundred and fifty 
miserable huts, was alope spared, owing 
ebiefly to its high situation. There every

among the “great of earth.” The cause of 
social order is a common cause throughout 
the civilized world. And he whe pro- 
motes that cause—he who secures the 
largest share of happiness to his fellow men, 
is the one most entitled to have h.s statue 
placed in the proudest niche of fame. Has 
Napoleon IIl. accomplished this? We be- 
lieve that he has. 

The stranger who first visits Paris is 
struck with the remarkable temper ot its 
people. There is something marvelously 
exhilarating to the spirits in the mere ex- 
ternal novelty and cheerfulness of the ob- 
jects which surround one upon every side. 
The indescribable air of gayety makes 
every sunshiny day look like a fete. Hi- 
larity of spirits seems to pervade all ranks; 
the gardens, the flowers, the merry tone 
ot voices, the sparkling glances of number- 
less bright eyes, all produce an effect very 
likeenchantment. It is really a city of the 
living, where a ceaseless jubilee is held, 
and where the extervals of happiness meet 
the eye so readily, that the heart must be 
cold indeed which cannot awaken to some 
throb of pleasure. 

‘Lhe people live out of doors, as it were, 
and vivacity and want of self-control 
are their leading characteristics. They 
are as inflammable as tow and fickle as 
weather-cocks, and to such a degree 
that one fancies they say: “We 
must have novelty, even though we go out 
of the world to findit.” And many do go 
to that “undiscovered bourne” in attempt- 
ing it. 

In every country there is perpetual con. 
tention between the “ins and outs.” In 


| France the struggle is always more dan- 


gerous, because of the impetuous nature 
of the people. A curb has always been 
necessary, and it would seem that they 
nevercan learn to live under a republic. 


| The first attempt was an episode of fright- 


ful butchery from the date of their King’s 
execution, and the successive petty des- 
pots, whe had their brief periods of power 
during that reign of anarchy and ureligion, 


| only rivaled each other in their atrocities. 


The first Napoleon brought order out of 
chaos and ran his brilliant career as the 
ruler of a consolidated and obedient peo- 
ple. The employment giver to the turbu- 
lent in their search for military honors 
tranquilized their minds, and they ceased 
butchering each other in order to slaughter 
the enemies of France on scores of famous 
battlefields; tor the French, Corneille’s sen- 
timent is too true: “Le pire des elats c eat 
Tetat poprdaire’—“The worst of all gov- 
ernments is the rule of the people.” 

Asin the first attempt at republican 
government a Napoleon changed its form 
by popular demand, so the present Empe- 
ror again changed its form, after a brief 
administration as President. He saw, and 
so did all the sagacious statesmen of 


France, that agitation was commencing | 


for a renewal of the same bloody scenés of 
the first republic,and that the Hed Re- 
publicans of 1851 had the seme character- 
istics as their prototypes of 1789, who 
brought on the reign of terror in 1793. 
With a firm hand, Louis Napoleon has 
held the reigns of power for over twenty- 
one years, and his administration bas been 
the wonder of the age in the development 
which he has given to the resources of 
France, and the position which she has 
occupied in the eyes of the world. In 
Paris alone upwards of $60,000,000 have 


| been expended by him in beautifying and 


improving it, until it has become the most 


| magnificent of capitals, the type of mod- 


ern architecture and the model for streets, 


_ both in grandeur, durability and neatness. 


The arts and sciences have flourished as 
never they did before. 

In the wars, which prudence compelled 
him to engage in, as a vent for the en- 
thusiasm of his people, success has 
crowned his eagles with fresh laurels, and 
has given him reputation as a General, 
bravely and gallantly won at the head of 
his armies in Italy. With wonderful sa- 
gacity he planned the improvements of 
Paris with an eye to the future, and the 
narrow and crooked streets have been 
transformed into wide and supurb boule- 
vards, which intersect the city in every 
direction, and give ample space for the 
evolutions of artillery, cavalry or infantry. 
The day of barricades is over, and the hot- 


| bed of riots and revolutions can no longer 


with safety indulge in those former amuse- 
ments, The one-man power has governed 
wisely and well. Napoleon has ameliorated 
the condition of his people In many re- 
spects,and has conferred the greatest ot 
blessings—a complete enforcement of so- 
cial order. Life, liberty and property have 
been. essentially protected. We say lib- 
erty advisedly, for the Frenchman has en- 


| joyed freely every element of freedom com- 


patible with his own temperament and the 
safety of the State. Salutary restraints 
are imposed upon all people, 
whetLer sane or insane. And it would 
be just as wise to allow the lunatic to roam 
at large as to let loose the wild ebullitions 
of French fancy without a curb, 

The liberty of the press in France means 
simply license to foment disturbances and 
to create insurrections. Our cooler and 
more phlegmatic temperament permits a

results. But the heated controversy of &

ot Louis Napoleon, insugurated by an al- 

most unanimous election to the Presi- 
dency, w not still a government tounded 
spon popular suffrage. The em- 
pire was assented to, with scarcely 
any dissent, ‘except from the ex- 
treme Red Republicans, and from 
year to year the popular vote for members 
of the Corpe Legislatif has indicated a au- 
merical majority of millions in tavor ot the 
Emperor. It is idle to think otherwise, for 
a warlike people Ilke the French would 
never have tolerated a usurpation without 
a bloody struggle to overthrow it, The 
very coinage of the Empire embodies the 
idea as the inscription reads: “Napoleon, 
by the graceof God, and the will of the 
people, Emperor of France.” Of course 
there are factions; but they are not united. 
The Red Republicans, the legiimists, sup- 
porting Count Chambord, the Orleanists 
supporting the younger Bourbon branch, 
may all oppose the Emperor. But they 
can neverunite. This division of the op- 
position has unquestionably been vastly 
tavorable to Napoleon, and the security, 
which all classes have enjoyed for so many 
years, renders them averse to any distur- 
bance of present tranquillity. The grow- 
ing sentiment of the conservative leaders 
has at last culminated in the wise action of 
the Emperor to divest himself of personal 
government, and to place it in the hands 
ot a ministry, responsible to the popular 
will, hke that of England. True wisdom 
consists in doing the right thing at the 
right time. France has been educated to 
thir.votnt.al mling through its represen- 
most sagacious act of Napoleon's reign has 
been the graceful and voluntary surreader 
ot his former system. And not less saga- 
cious is the chorce of such a man as Emile 
Ollivier as his Prime Minister, one of the 
first intellects of France, and a states- 
man whose long public career is untarn- 
ished with an unworthy act, as his private 
life is tree of blemish or reproach. It gave 
such strength at once to the Emperor, that 
the malcontents were simply objects of 
derision; and but for the unforeseen catas- 
trophe, caused by the hot-headed Prince 
Pierre, there could not have been the 
slightest ground for any popular tumult. 
All danger of that is over, however, for 
the calm and reasoning minds have 
thrown their influence upon all classes 

The Emperor was in no manner responsi- 
ble for the acts of Pierre, who had con- 
sorted with the Red Republicans, and had 
scarcely, it any, intercourse with the im 

perial family. It Robespierre, or Danton 

or some of the great leaders of 
1798 had been in existence to inflame the 
popular mind, a formidable emeute might 
have resulted. Such puny intellects as 
Rochefort and his friends were but as 
fiexile willow in the bands of Ollivier and 
his colleagues. And when the gasconade 
of Rochefort defied the ministry to arrest 
him, every precaution was taken not to 
act unwisely, bat to carry out the resolute 
will of the government without the ne- 
cessity of sheddmg blood. Tumult there 
has been, but the tenderness for its sub- 
jects’ lives has shown the superior wisdom 
of the government. As insurgents, there 
would have been every justification to fire 
upon them, however great the slaughter 
might have been, and yet not a single 
shot has come from the ranks

The President is greatly dissatistied with 
the late decision of the 
touching the legal-tender act, and is deter 
mined to have it reversed. With this ob 
ject in new, it is said that he has exacted 
irom Strong and Bradley a pledge that, if | 
coniirmed, they will unite with the dissent 
ing judges and thus accomplish the wishes 
of the President in regard to the decision. 
Under ordinary circumstances it would | 
have been well enough tor the President 
to exact this pledge of Bradley, for the Su- 
preme bench’is not expected now to have 
any opinions of its own, but masmuch as 
Bradley bought and paid for the place 
upon that bench to which whe has 
been nominated, it strikes wus 
that he ought to be per- 
mitted to think pretty much as he 
pleases for the first few weeks at least. Of 
course Congress has the right to dictate 
his opinions upon all questions that may 
come before him, and so has the President; 
but under the circumstances, as we said 
before, Gen. Grant ought to waive that 
right in the case of Bradley. He ough! to 
permit Bradley to go upon the bench un. 
fettered by pledges, and subject, in making 
up his opinions, to the wishes of the 
President and the will of Congress only. 
In point of fact, so long as Bradley does 
not meddle with the Long Branch proper- 
ty, Gen. Grant bas no clearly defined right, 
even under the present Constitution, to in. 
terfere with any of Bradley’s opinions on the 
bench. If Gen. Grant desires Bradier tas:; 
that the legal-tender act » Constitutional, 
or that it.is not Constitutional, why, of 
course, Bradley will say it with pleasure. 
It is a matter of no personal interest to him 
which way the thing goes, and he would 
therefore just as lief give his opinion one 
way asapother. This the President ought 
to understand. What Bradley's friends 
complain of is this way Gen. Gfant has of 
exacting pledges of the purchasers of those 
places on the Supreme bench which have 
been knocked down to the highest bidder. 
Bradley has paid the market price for the 
place he is about to bold, and now to re- 
quire him to make up a quantity of opin- 
ions in advance and deliver them, signed 
and sealed, to Gen, Grant, is unkind on the 
part of that person, to say the least ot it.
